Up till now, Uncle Ho’s Mechanix 
Rainbow has been playing close to the 
chest. We are intent on developing a new 
way for people to relate to their ma- 
chinery, so we did not publicize our 
activities. Things have been going so well, 
tho, that we figgered it is time to invite 
more people to our workshops, both be- 
cause we can help others and we need 
help ourselves in order to grow. 

Uncle Ho's was conceived of as a 
home-grown mechanix conspiracy an 
effort to collectivize the skills and tools 
in the Berkeley area in order to deal with 
the machinery that is supposed to serve 
us. We are NOT a cheap auto repair 
service. Rather we are a loose collection 
of people with different degrees of pro- 
ficiency in the mechanical arts who 
would like to help other people learn to 
work on their motorcycles, bicycles, cars, 
trucks, sewing machines, etc. 

In order to prevent the reappearance 
of old counter-revolutionary 
characteristics like skills chauyanism 
(What? You don’t know what a counter- 
shaft mainspring resevoir does? You 
clod!!! Gimme that wrench!!!) We kept 
our numbers small. This was a good 
tactic, because we were able to fix the 
machines and at the same time keep sight. 
of one another as human beings. The 
hardest part of an engine to work on is 
the myth that only a professional can to 
the job. Uncle Ho's dedicates itself to 
smashing this myth and has fielded a 
team of fuzzy semi-incompetent follies 
for this purpose.

TRIAL 


The first court appearance of the Stan- 
ford Hospital 31 struggle happened on 
the 9th of August, The misdemeanors 
entered a conditional plea that the fel- 
onys would get a good deal if they (the 
misdemeanors) pleaded guilty. 

The lawyers for the defendants tried 
to get the judge changed to Demarco 
rather than Scott who is a total fascist 
pig. Demarco said no deal to that and 
Judge Scott balled out the lawyers for 
trying. Scott then called in the 31 on trial 
and set another trial date for Aug. 30. 

The concrete fact discovered today 
was that the felonys will definitely go on 
trial. If convicted, the judge and jury are 
considering state prison only, which 
means one to life. 

This case is important because first of. 
all our sisters and brothers lives are in- 
volved but also because the people in- 
volved represent a cross-section of the 
community—black and brown workers, 
community people, students, Black Hos- 
pital Workers Caucus, and the Liberation 
Front of Palo Alto. Black workers are 
fighting all the way the shit the hospital 
administration is trying to put on them. 

There were 4 times as many pigs there 
as usual at the court scene which means 
that they're getting worried about the 
support the people are showing. The only 
way people get off on charges as serious 
as these is by mass mobilization of the 
people. The trial will be continuing daily 
from 9—5 after August 30, and the peo- 
ple will be gathering to show support at 
191 West Hedding, San Jose, in front of 
the courthouse.

DEATH 
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Twenty-six years ago, on August 6, the 
United States dropped an atomic bomb 
on Hiroshima; three days later, on August 
9, Nagasaki was bombed. Today, people 
are still dying from atomic diseases 
caused by the bombs. 

In remembrance of this genocidal at- 
rocity, a People's Press Conference was 
held in San Francisco Monday August 9 
in front of the Presidio—Pentagon West- 
—to protest the construction of the West- 
ern Medical Institute of Research (WMIR) 
оп Presidio grounds. 

We were treated to guerilla theater 
performed by Army vets disguised as 
various members of the corporate- 
military hierarchy. (Business Exec (to 
Nixon): “Thanks for the 800 million new 
customers, Dick.") 

Representatives from COMBAT spoke 
to us about WMIR, and gave their reasons 
for believing that the “Medical Institute” 
is going to be a center for chemical/ 
biological/radiological weapons warfare 
research. They were supported by speech- 
es of various members of COMBAT: the 
Asian Coalition (a strong group represent- 
ing the large Bay Area population in- 
cluding Japanese, Chinese, and Phillipine 
groups), Scientists and Engineers for 
Social and Political Action (SESPA), the 
Committee for the September 2nd 
Women’s Action (urging us all to march 
against Pentagon West September 2!! 

A Vietnamese student spoke to us of 
the horrors of chemical/biological war- 
fare. The ravaged land. Babies born with 
twenty fingers, with three legs. He 
brought home to us the reality of the US

COMBAT had requested by telegram 
that Lt. Gen. Alexander D. Surles, Jr., 
commanding general of the U.S. Sixth 
Army, be available for an interview 
following the press conference to answer 
the charges put forth by COMBAT. Nat- 
urally, true to the slimy organization he 

represents, he didn't show. 

COMBAT representatives and mem- 

bers of the Press attempted to enter the 
Presidio to confront the War Machine. Of 
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Bancroft told her she “һай no right to 
ask that question of the Grand Jury." But 
she does have the right. Thus stymied, the 
Grand Jury dismissed her and called her 
back to appear September 9 at 10 am for 
further questioning. 

The energy outside was really high. 
Everybody digging on our numbers. Mu- 
sic and guerrilla theatre, and then picket- 
ing, some speeches from National Law- 
yers Guild and Linda's lawyer. 

The only down was the manipulative

Supposedly 
after the proper authorities have had a 
chance to consider the information, a 
discussion panel will be set up—the Peo- 
ple vs. the Army on the WMIR question 
(in one or two weeks time]. Watch the 
TRIBE for further information. 


DEATH 
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The Army has begun construction on a 
new monolith whose purpose is shoroud- 
ed in the usual military evasive statements 
and outright lies. The building in question 
is the Western Military Institute of Re- 
search (WMIR) to be constructed at the 
Presidio. The Army has stated that WMIR 
will simply study “exotic tropical dis- 
cases, primarily those of Southeast Asia, 
for the protection of Amerikan troops in 
the field." 

Revolutionary forces have reason to 
believe otherwise. A group called 
COMBAT (Coalition Opposed to Medical 
and Biological Attack) has been formed 
to keep the public informed about the 
chemical/biological/radiological warfare 
research of the US government and its 
military arm. They point out the fact that 
in the past the military has often con- 
cealed under the smokescreen of "m- 
edical research" some of its plans for 
CBRW research at places like Fort Det- 
rick in Maryland and the Edgewood Ar- 
senal in Alaska-both centers of chemical 
and biological weaponry research

A victory for GI rights was won on 
July 28 when all charges were dropped 
against Pvt. Ed Jurenas, one of a group of 
Gls who publish the ARCTIC ARSENAL, 
a Gl antiwar newspaper. The military's 
attempt to suppress the ARSENAL began 
on May 20 when a Ft. Greeley regulation 
prohibiting the distribution of literature 
was posted on the base. That this was 
aimed at the ARSENAL was made clear 
the next day when offic 
renas' locker and confiscated files and. 
other materials used to put out the paper. 
Jurenas was subsequently charged with 


San Francisco's cosmopolitan population. 
Of special interest to the Army are any 
Asian citizens who could be induced to 
be guinea pigs for the experiments on 
Asian diseases at W.M.LR. 

The prototype for the design of the 
WMIR buildings was given by the Army 
to be the Medical Biological Research 
Laboratory at Fort Detrick in Maryland. 
‘The plans call for large building spaces to 
be equipped with extensive biological 
seals, sterilised air locks and ultraviolet 
barriers. Evidently a good deal of the 
laboratory space will be devoted to ex- 
perimentation with highly contagious and 
virulent diseases. It is also interesting to 
note that the Medical Biological Research 
Laboratory at Fort Detrick is heavily 
staffed with medical personnel from the 
Army Medical Corps. Thus it is not 
suprising that a medical facility should be 
chosen for CBW research. 

Although the military says no clas- 
sified work will be done at WMIR, ай 
their scientists will need to have security 
clearances. The reason, the Army says, is 
that the employees will have to make use 
of secret documents. If they were just 
doing medical research, why would they 
have to make use of classified literature?

Huey Newton is scheduled to go on 
trial October 12th for the third time, 
stemming from an incident in which an 
Oakland pig was killed and Huey was shot 
in the stomach. 

Huey was first tried on a murder 
charge, found guilty of manslaughter, and 
sentenced to fifteen years. This con- 
viction was overturned by an appeals 
court which found that his judge in that 
case had been derelict in the performance 
of his fascist duties and had not instruct- 
ed the jury on the legal technicalities 
involved in Huey’s unconsciousness after 
he was shot. (It was clearly proved in the 
most recent trial that he had been shot 
first.) 

So Huey went on trial again, this time 
for manslaughter. There is, apparently, no 
suggestion of double jeopardy in trying a 
man first for murder and then for man- 
slaughter. He was again defended by 
Charles Garry who, curiously, exercised 
only four of his ten peremptory challeng- 
es in the selection of a jury. The pro- 
secutor was named Whyte, an uninten- 
tional irony of the racist proceedings. He 
pursued the prosecution with an unrelent- 
ing spitefuiness and singleness of purpose. 

Nevertheless, the jury was unable to 


that Huey was shot first and that he was 
in shock or unconscious afterwards, held! 
out for acquittal. Thus, after six days of 
deliberations, the jury was deadlocked 


and Judge Hove (formerly with the FBI) 


declared a mistrial.

Soledad Bros 


After months of important pre-trial 
motions the trial of the Soledad Brothers 
was scheduled to begin last week. How- 
ever, because the defense motion to dis- 
qualify Judge Carpeneti for cause, was 
denied by Judge Carter, the degense had 
to use their one peremptory challenge to 
remove Carpeneti, This means a delay of 
two weeks till a new judge can familiarize 
himself with the case, 

The courtroom had an overflow of 
spectators Monday morning. The glass 
and block painted steelbarrier made it 
like watching the trial on sidescreen ty. 

‘After the courtroom was full, the pigs 
realized that the Associated Press and 
United Press International reporters 
hadn't made it in. They corrected this by 
letting them inside the barrier. A few 
minutes later they let the rest of the pig 
press into the jury box. 

The brothers came in smiling, fists 
raised. We stood and saluted "Free the 
Soledad Brothers, Free the Soledad Bro- 
thers.” Louder echoing back from the 

wall. 

Carpeneti slipped in with no order to 
rise, the pig press stood anyway. He 
immeditately began a speech about how 
the whole scene is like “Alice in Wonder- 
land" and about how the English courts 
are much better because there isn't so 
much emphasis on procedure and more 
on the facts(???)

NO MORE ABC's 


Department of corrections Director 
Raymond Procunier Friday upheld a de- 
cision by Folsom Warden Walter Cravens 
to ban correspondence courses at Folsom 
State Prison. The courses in question and 
Introductory Psychology, English Com- 
position and Foundations of Mathematics 
and are free to inmates through the 
Committee for Prisoner Humanity and 
Justice. 

Though the courses are presently avail- 
able to inmates at San Quentin, the 
Department decided that “staff time for 
inspection" was “not now available” at 
Folsom. CPHJ spoksemen pointed out 
that the courses are sealed and sent by 
the publisher to the prisons.

partment is interested in protecting their 
infamous program of sensory deprivation 
in the isolation area" at the inmates 
expense. 


^rhorne, attorney for George Jackson, 
replied, pointing out that the court was 
indeed like “Alice in Wonderland" but 
only because of the machinations of the 
judge. He also objected to the barrier that 
made the proceedings into a "Court of 
fascism" and to any proceeding before 
Carpeneti. 

Carpeneti's objection to the challenge 
was based on the fact that he claimed it 
to be “Untimely filed." After presenta- 
tions from both the defense and the D.A., 
the judge commended the D.A. for “bring 
up points unfavorable to his position” 
and then accepted the peremptory chall- 
enge and continued the trial for two 
weeks. 

The new judge will be Frank W. Shaw. 
He will be presumably deciding on the 
other motions still undecided. Those 
motions include a decision on the barrier 
and a move to make the court appoint 
attorneys, investigators and psychiatrists 
because the financial burden can’t be 
handled by the Brothers. 

The other three motions deal with 
questions of who will serve on hte jury 
and with the present housing of the de- 
fendants. At the present time they are in 
the “adjustment center” at San Quentin 
which means they are locked up 23% 
hours a day in individual cells, rather than 
being on the “mainline” of the priosn 
where they would have much greater 
freedom to move about and associate 
with fellow prisoners. “Putting them in

an adjustment center when they have not 
been adjudged guilty is a clear violation 
of their rights in view of the fact that 
they were on the mainline prior to these 
charges bing brought against them,” said 
John Thorne, San Jose California, 
attorney for George Jackson. He went on 
to point out that he hoped the Court 
would, as a result of the motion, order 
the officials at San Quentin to return the 
men to the mainline of the prison and 
take them out of what, in essence, is 
solitary confinement. 

‘The motions dealing with the qyestion 
of the jury have asked the Court to take 
the necessary steps to include citizens 
between the ages of 18 and 21 on the 
jury roles, and to further include non- 
registered Blacks, Chicanos, and Third 
World People, and the poor. The attor- 
neys pointed out that at the present time 
in San Francisco anyone under 18 is 
excluded automatically eventhough they 
have now been given the right to vote and 
even though they are registered. In addi- 
tion, woth a jury being selected only 
from registered voters, many non-regis- 
tered community people are excluded 
from the panel, and according to the 
attorneys, the statutes providing the me- 
thod of constituting jury panels in San 
FRancisco are unconsitutionally void in 
that they lack standards to assure jury 
panels representing a fair cross-section of 
the community.

Over a month ago Calexico, Cal. was 
the starting point for “La Marcha Re- 
conquista” which wound its way up the 
state through Coachella, LA, Oxnard, 
Bakersfield, and the Valley towards Sa 
ramento. Late last week the marchers 
arrived at the capital city to begin a week 
long series of demonstrations. 

On Saturday, the first and largest dem- 
onstration took place on the capitol mall. 

pproximately 2000 | 
to demand equal rights and justice for 
Chicanos, to protest the recent welfare 
cutbacks, and to call for an end to the 
racist policies of state and federal govern- 
ment toward La Raza. During the day an 
American Flag was lowered from a pole 
in the Capitol area and set on fire, The 


Mexican flag was raised in its place as the. 


crowd cheered and raised their fists in a 
proud salute. — 

The police moved in after a short 
while and took the flag down. There was 
some tension at this point but there was 
no desire for violence as most people 
were there in large family groups, and the 
police withdrew without making any 
arrests, 

On Tuesday some Tribe people were in 
Sacramento and we went to Southside 
Park and waited for the march to mater- 
ialize. It was a sizzling 108 degrees, After 

sweltering delay of an hour or so the 


200 marchers set off toward the Capitol 
building behind the flags of Mexico and 
La Raza. In spite of the heat the marchers 
were spirited, shouting slogans rhythmic- 
ally back and forth between the ranks. 
“Chicano—Power!” “Que  Viva—La 
Raza!” “Raza Si-Reagan No!" “Brown 
Berets—AIl the way!” 

Arriving at the Capitol they marched 
some more in a circle in front of the 
austere white building, blistering heat 
waves rising from the pavement. A little 
girl among the marchers began a chant of 
""Chicana—Power!" Onlookers wisely 
stayed in the shade. 

The Chicanos spoke for about an hour, 
stressing their opposition to and hatred 
for Reagan. They emphasized especially 
the ts of Chicano prisoners who 


| oppres 
sion by prison authorities. They voiced 
their support for the California Prisoners’ 
Union (some members of the Union had 
been on the march). They demanded 
rights for prisoners, including an end to 
discrimination and minimum wages for 
those prisoners employed in labor camps. 
The rally broke up and the Chicanos 
piled into two buses and headed for 
Folsom Prison for another rally. The 
TRIBE reporters, unfortunately, did not 
aave as much endurance asn split for the 
Bay Area, where the temperatures were 
30 degrees cooler. 


Last Monday morning a rumor spread 
throughout Ulster that the Prime Minister 
of Northern Ireland, Brian Faulkner, was 
declaring emergency powers to himself 
and would call for “protective intern- 
ment" of leftists — in particular members 
of the “Green” IRA and of People's 
Democracy. Because of the rumor thou- 
sands of Gaels took to the street, con- 
structing barricades of hijacked buses and 
rubble left over from previous street 
battles. These barricades were built 
around the Catholic areas of Derry, Bel- 
fast, and Newry to prevent the army and 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary (ROC) 
from carrying out the orders of Faulkner. 

Protestants living in predominately 
Catholic sections of Ulster fled their 
homes but not before setting them on fire 
to “keep the Papists out of them". Over 
100 homes were set afire. Millions of 


Н dollars of property have been destroyed. 


Later in the day the rumors proved 
correct as the RUC, reinforced by British 
troops, attempted to enter Catholic areas 
and seize lrish leftists. They were first 
greeted by rocks, then Molotov cocktails, 
thengunfire from the aroused Irish. Over 
а dozen were killed and unknown hun- 
dreds were injured during the street 
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battles. 

The Northern Ireland Civil Rights 
Association (NIGRA) called for a general 
strike in retaliation for the repressive 
policies of the Orangemen Government. 
What the various factions of the Irish 
Republican Army will do in retaliation is 
not yet known, 

Because one of the targets of Faulk- 
ner’s new policy is the People’s Demo- 
cracy collective ( who are hardly clandes- 
ting “‘terrorists”), it is generally felt that 
the conservative government in London 
has concluded that the situation is more 
than just a petty tribal fight and that it is, 
indeed, approaching that of a political 
revolution. 

People’s Democracy, in its carly stages, 
consisted primarily of Protestant univer. 
sity students with politics primarily 
liberal. They were radicalized by the 
savage attacks on them by the “B 
Specials” during a march from Belfast to 
Derry. Most then abandoned their old 
hopes of reforms through elections (a la 
Bernadette: Devlin, who was an early 
member of People’s Democracy) and 
decided to work more directly on the 
root of the problem: Capitalism and 
Anglo-Amerikan Imperialism. 


New orledns 


With a jury of ten blacks and two 
whites, twelve Panthers in New Orleans 
were found innocent of charges of at- 
tempted murder as a result of a shootout 
with police last September. The jury deli- 
berated for опе half hour. In his lcosing 
argument, defense attorney Robert Glass 
capsuled the absurdity of the charges 
saying, "When in the history of New 
Orleans have 150 men gone down with a 
tank to serve a simple arrest warrant?” 

The shootout occurred the morning 
after a night of rioting the housing 
project surrounding the National Comm- 
ittee to Combat Facsim office. The dis- 
turbances began when residents of the 
Desire housing project decided to deal 
with two undercover pigs by beating 
them and then telling them to get lost. 
The NCCF, which had been expecting a 
raid for about three weeks, decided that. 


the pigs were sure to move atter that 
incident, so they barricaded their office. 
At 8 ат, September 15, the police raid 
began. On the pretext of serving warrants 
in connection with alleged beatings of 
undercover agents, serveral hundred New 
Orleans police and 20-30 state police with 
an armored van and two helicopters at- 
tacked the Panther office. 

The spirit of the people prevailed in 
the neighborhood during the battle. Over 
400 residents of the area gathered be- 
tween the pigs and the office, chanting 
slogans. The cops also had to deal with 
sniper fire coming from all around the 
place, not just from the Panthers. 

After more than an hour, the Panthers 
agreed to a cease-fire, after being pro- 

ised amnesty. They were all arrested, 
despite the agreement. (Which just goes 
to show.) All power to peoples juries.

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It’s summer апа the time is right for 
going on the road. Last weekend, a friend 
and I hitched to Southern California, and 
I thought it would be a good idea to talk 
about hitching up and down the state, 
and locally. 

WHICH IS THE BEST WAY? 

Going from the Bay Area to L.A. (and 
vice versa), you have 3 choices, Highway 
99 goes through the San Joaquin Valley, 
Fresno, Bakersfield. It's hot, boring and 
the towns aren't good places to be stuck 
in. I usually end up in Fresno and regret 
it. 

My friend and I took 101 South. It's 
almost all freeway, hot, but the scenery is 
a little more interesting than 99. Lots of 
little towns, then nothing but golden 
velvety hills in summer, and green velvet 
in the winter. Don't forget to take advan- 
lage of the Famous California Wineries. 

For safety reasons, and to have some- 
one to talk to while you're stuck some- 
where-always hitch with a buddy. This is 
especially important for women. Don't 


vibes-just say “по thanks," even if you're 
in Morro Bay. It's better to wait awhile 
than be sorry. Long hitches should be 
done with a minimum time limit. It’s 
really impossible to know what kind of 
rides you'll get, so don't let yourself get 
hassled over time. 

PLACES TO STEER CLEAR OF: 

San Jose- takes a long time to get a 
ride and when you do, chances are the 
driver isn't going far. 

Salinas- Bad news! It's away from the 
freeway and is a veritable ghost town 
largely populated by dinosaurs. 

San Luis Obispo- In spite of several 
state hysterical monuments (the Hearst 


crib), it is also the home of the largest 
National Guard training camp in the U.S. 
The California Men's Colony is also there. 
The people that live there seem very 
different from other people in the state 
(like misplaced Orange Countians). 

Morro Bay- close to San Luis Obispo. 
Cars are few. If you do get stuck there, 
it's a nice place to have a picnic and relax. 

Santa Maria- a beach town north of 
Santa Barbara, If you get а ride there, 
make sure that you end up hitching at the 
Main St. on ramp. Lots of cruisers and 
people who have absolutely no mercy for 
any lousy free-loaders. 

Any of the beach towns are OK (not 
good, but not Fresno) until 4pm, that's 
when people leave the beach- so no cars. 

There are a few towns where the free- 
way ends and becomes Main St USA. An 
example is Gilroy. These are pretty good 
places to hitch from (except for 1 place 
I'll get to later). Don't hitch from the 
center of town- get on the outskirts and 
go from there. Be careful not to take

Sooner or later, you'll be in Santa 
Barbara. The freeway ends and there are 
3 or 4 signals going through the main part 
of town. I noticed on our way back up 
[we were there for 2 hours) that not 
many people were going south, the turn- 
over seemed pretty good. Once you get to 
Santa Barbara, you'll probably get a dir- 
ect ride to L.A.-don't take it if it isn't. 

If you happen to be going further 
South, stick to the ocean- cause when 
you get to the Bircher Belt (Orange 
County for you out-of-staters), the going 
gets rough and full of bothersome inter- 
ruptions.

Highway 1, Cabrillo Highway, or 
Pacific Coast Highway is the only road in 
Amerikkka worth travelling. (уез I am 
native California chauvinist). You go 
through incredible natural progressions, 
have rolling hills on one side, the Famous 
California Coastline to the other, with it's 
Jagged Rocks and the Pounding Surf 
Crashing at your side. Or you can be 
inbetween tall rocks and cool trees feeling 
all safe and protected from the myster- 
ious sea. 

Going South-North, it's a strange thing 
to have these yellow, dry hills and thirsty 
rocks to one side with this powerful 
amount of wet and cold on the other. 
And then, all of a sudden, quicker than 
you can say “off the pig", you're in the 
mountains, winding along a skinny two 
lane road with fir trees, and pine trees 
everywhere, along with a forever moist- 
ness and cool.

If you hitch on 1, remember that it 
lakes a couple extra hours of road time 
(well worth it.

Another 
advantage to 1 is that hitchers are more 
spread out, making waiting time less. If. 
you're going from South-North, and get 
let off in Santa Barbara, remember to 
prepare yourselves for a long wait. When 
we were there, there was another man 
who had been there for 3 days. 

LOCAL 

Hitching within San Francisco or Ber- 
keley seems to be going through a slump. 
In San Francisco, it's difficult to get rides 
even at the popular freeway entrances 


(Broadway, Gough, Oak). I don't know 
why it's so tough. For the amount of 
traffic (largely singularly occupied veh- 
icles, or cars with longhairs) that goes by 
It seems insane that waiting time is 
getting to the 20-30 minute point. Some 
people complain that it’s a drag to give 
rides to people only going a mile or so, I 
can’t really see that as a justification for 
not giving a person a ride. 

If you are hitching in the city, try to 
hitch from a place that's easy for the 
driver to stop at. I've had lots of people 
complain that it was impossible to stop 
for someone if she/he was inbetween 
parked cars. Bus stops are natural stop- 
ping places and should be taken ad- 
vantage of. They are designed as places 
for vehicles to stop at. 

1 can criticize the local hitching only 
on the basis that there are thousands of 
empty cars on the streets and enough 
hitchhikers to fill them. I can’t seem to 
figure out how/why so many people are 
uptight about hitchhikers. | Sisters!!! 
PLEASE give your sisters rides, It's a drag ` 
getting raped and generally fucked over 
by macho car maniacs.

T: What do you think the wide range impli- 
cations are of the Aug. 7 Marin County shoot- 
out, being one of the heaviest military actions 
the liberation forces have carried out? 

Well, it might be one which you 
call one of the heaviest ones now, but there are 
а lot more to come, "cause people are beginning 
to wake up. As long as they're making peaceful 
moves, or whether it's violent moves, as long as 
its coming from the system, they will forever be 
oppressed. You have to deal on your own 
tactics, the right tactics. I say comply with the 
Declaration of Independence, whereas you have 
a right to take up arms to oppose any abuse of 
government, particularly the type of corruption 
in government that we have today, man. You 
know we have a lying president, and in every 
damn state we have a lying governor, making 
promises that they goddamn will never keep, 
and never try to, but just merely to be here to 
keep the people following that bullshit un- 
stitutions! ass authority they been giving out. 

T:What do you think of the effectiveness of 
the actions of August 7th? Do you think they 
will be able to be effective in the future? Or do 
you think that the guards will always shoot and 
kill the judge anyway? 
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к: Well, it wasn’t what you'd call shooting 
the judge, they was shooting to keep some facts 
from getting out. See, there’s more behind the 
case which I haven’t revealed up to this time, 
which will tear the whole system of lies to 
pieces. They know what it is, you know what I 
mean. Like a lot of people think that when 1 
was filing documents from fear or something 
like that. But it was not like this. When I was 
filing documents, I knew what I was doing. Just 
like 1 knew that at a later date they were going 
to kick my ass on the side.

Police 
officers just happen, just HAPPEN now, to stop 
Huey P. Newton. Now would you say he had 
been following them all the time? And would 
you say me being what I am, and I consider 
myself as a revolutionary, a man like Huey, I 
would not even ask Huey to take up his slack. 
When 1 say take up his slack, that means 
protect his back. Automatically I know that the 
state would kill him just like they killed King 
and all the others that were trying to do things 
for the people, This would be my duty, to 
protect him- that is, like, trail him everywhere 
he goes. Although you might not always see 
me, I'd be there. Now a pig fuck with him, Га 
tear his ass to pieces man and wouldn’t waste 
no time. Because I know what his purpose was. 
That's the way I look at it.
